Applicants' arguments about Pitt are persuasive. Even then the instant claims stand rejected as being 
unpatentable over Muck in view of other secondary references as set forth in earlier office actions.. 

As regards applicants' commemnts on Kosinski, motivation to select some of pigments and colorants arises from 
the fact that there is an expectation of success . Kosinski mentions that some, not all, pigments and colorants can 
adversely affect stability of polyacetal compositions. 

Examiner has already set forth why should the references be combined and what can be expected out of such 
a combination. Hence applicants' argument that the Examiner's argument is based on a hindsight reconstruction is 
not persuasive. .
